America.” 
Dr. Fry first described the three 
m ain American Lutheran groups, 
The Lutheran Church - Mission 
Synod, the group which will unite 
as the American L utheran Church 
in 1961, and those L utheran bodies 
which are participating w ith the 
ULCA in merger discussions. 
He then discussed the nature of 
the discussions leading to this pro­ 
posed merger. Always m arked by a 
sincere search for the best rn both 
theology and practice, the discus­ 
sions had included such item s polity 
and the nature and responsibility 
of the m inistry, as areas in which 
agreem ent was in sight, he reported. 
The biggest open question 
re­ 
m aining was said by Dr. Fry to be 
the problem of m inisteral m em ber­ 
ship in secret fraternal organiza­ 
tions. At an inform al discussion held 
later in the day he expressed the 
belief that the proposed m erger will 
stand or fall on the results of the 
talks on 
this question. ‘’If 
this 
merger were to fail it is doubtful 
if the ULCA would have another 
chance to merge with other L uther­ 
an bodies hi the next two genera­ 
tions and the effectiveness of the 
church would be greatly harm ed,” 
he said. 
After the alum ni luncheon T hurs­ 
day the sem inary Alumni Associ­ 
ation met and elected the Rev. G. E. 
Folkeiner, York, as president; the 
Rev. L. M. Utz, Pittsburgh, as vice 
president; the Rev. C. F. Trunk, 
Frederick, as secretary, and the Rev. 
H. W. Hinkeldey, H untington, W. 
Va., as treasurer. 
The association has completed its 
$5,000 lectureship and is planning 
to begin a new Alumni project. The 
Rev. W arren Johnson, a staff m em ­ 
ber of the Board of Foreign Mis­ 
sions, ULCA, addressed the group 
on the missionary task and present 
accomplishements in Japan. 
The afternoon session was devoted 
to the installation bt pro lessors- 
elect, Prof. Reginald W. Deitz and 
Prof. Frederick K. Wentz. After the 
installation, Professor Deitz read a 
paper, "History and Church History," 
in which he traced the theory of 
historical interpretation which he 
plans to use as head of the sem inary 
departm ent of Church History.
